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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 4-7, 9-21, and 24-30 are pending. Claims 2-3, 8, and 22-23 have been canceled. 
Claims 1, 4-7, 9-21, and 24-30 have been examined. Claims 1,4-7, 9-21, and 24-30 have been 
allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 4-7, 9-21, and 24-30 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

1 . As per claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Pileggi et al. (U.S. Pub. 2003/0046045 A1 ), 
teaches in a single simulation flow, simulating time-domain representations of signals on the 
first set of nodes and simulating time-frequency domain representations of signals on the 
second set of nodes but does not teach simulating by interrelately solving two sets of non- 
linear equations until convergence, the two sets of equations including a first set of non- 
linear equations related to the time-domain signals and a second set of non-linear equations 
related to the time-frequency domain signals (as described in the instant application's 
specification from page 4 lines 10-22) as recited by the claimed invention. 

2. As per claim 1 1 , the closest prior art of record, Pileggi et al. (U.S. Pub. 2003/0046045 A1 ), 
does not teach interrelately solving two sets of non-linear equations until convergence, the 
two sets of non-linear equations including a first set of non-linear equations related to the at 
least one analog partition and a second set of non-linear equations related to the at least 
one RF partition (as described in the instant application's specification from page 4 lines 10- 
22) as recited by the claimed invention. 
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3. As per claim 17, the closest prior art of record, Pileggi et al. (U.S. Pub. 2003/0046045 A1), 
does not teach means for simulating, in a single simulation flow, the first set of nodes using 
time-domain representations of signals and the second set of nodes using time-frequency 
domain representations of signals by using two sets of non-linear equations and solving the 
two sets in an interrelated manner until convergence (as described in the instant 
application's specification from page 4 lines 10-22) as recited by the claimed invention. 

4. As per claim 21 , the closest prior art of record, Pileggi et al. (U.S. Pub. 2003/0046045 A1 ), 
does not teach interrelately solving two sets of non-linear equations until convergence, the 
two sets of equations including a first set of non-linear equations related to the time-domain 
signals and a second set of non-linear equations related to the time-frequency domain 
signals (as described in the instant application's specification from page 4 lines 10-22) as 
recited by the claimed invention.
